THE NEGOTIATIONS, 

FINALLY IT WAS DECIDED Tu "FREEZE" FOR THE TIME

COMPROMISE TEXT WAS MADE AT THE LEVEL GF THE DRAFTING 
AND NEGOTIATING GROUP, 

A TENTATIVE AGREEMENT WAS REACHED ON A TEXT OF A 
GENERAL NATURE AND WAS REPRODUCED IN CRP¢8, 

SOME DELEGATIONS, SQWEVER, STILL SEEM To BELIEVE THAT 
THIS COMPROMISE TEXT IS NOT SUFFICIENT AND SHOULD BE 
SUPPLEMENTED, 

WHEN THE DISCUSSION ON "RESPONSIBILITY AND LIABILITY" 
IS COMPLETED, THE INFORMAL MEETINGS WILL, PRESUMABLY,
